25 And if a heus bi divjded agenst 
itself, that heus canet stand. 

26 And if Satan i-js op agenst him- 
self, and bi divjded, hi canet stand, 
bot hath an end.

8 And other fel on gud ground, and 
did yiild fruit that sprang op and in- 
criist, and broit forth, som thirty, and 
som sixty, and som a hondred. 

9 And hi sed ontu them. Hi that 
hath iirs tu hiir, let him hiir, 

10 And when hi wos alom, tha that 
wer about him with the twelv askt 
ev him the parabl. 
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11 And hi sed ontu them, Ontu yu 
it is givn tu noi the misteiy ov the 
kingdom gv Ged ; bot ontu them that 
ar without, oil thiiz things ar don in 
parabls : 

12 That siiing the me sii, and not 
persiiv ; and hiiring the me liiir, and 
not ondei'stand; lest at eny tjm the 
shud bi converted, and ther sins shud 
bi forgivn them. 

13 And hi sed ontu them, Noi yi 
not this parabl ? and how then wil yi 
noi Oil parabls ? 

14 ^ The soier soieth the word. 

15 And thiiz ar the bj the we sjd, 
wher the word is som ; bot when the 
hav herd, Setan cometh imidyetly, 
and taketh awa the word that wos 
som in ther hairts. 

16 And thiiz ar the Ijkwjz which ar 
soin on stomy ground ; hui, when the 
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hav herd the word, imidyetly resiiv 
it with glad lies ; 

17 And hav no ruit in themselvs, 
and so endqr hot for a tjm : after- 
ward, when aflicshon or perseciishon 
arjzeth for the word's sek, imidyetly 
tha ar ofended. 

18 And thiiz ar the which ar.som 
among thoirns ; soch az hiir the word, 

19 And the cars ov this world, and 
the desiitfulnes ov riches, and the 
losts ov other things entering in, 
choik the word, and it bicometh on- 
fruitful. 

20 And thiiz ar the which ar som 
en gud ground, soch az hiir the word, 
and resiiv it, and bring forth fruit, 
som thirtifoild, som sixty, and *som a 
hondred. 

21 ^ And hi sed ontu them, Is a 
candl broit tu bi put onder a bushel, 
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er onder a bed ? and net tu be set en 
a candlstic ? 

22 For ther is nothing hid, which 
shal not bi manifested; niither wos 
eny thing kept siicret, bot that it 
sliud com abroid. 

23 If eny man hav ill's tu hiir, let 
him hiir. 

24 And hi sed ontu them, Tek 
hiid whot yi hiir. With whot meziir 
yi milt it shal bi meziird tu yu ; and 
ontu yii that hiir shal moir be givn. 

25 For hi that hath, tu him shal bi 
givn ; and hi that hath not, from him 
shal bi takn iivn that which hi hath. 

26 ^ And hi sed. So is the king- 
dom ov God, az if a man shud cast 
siid intu the ground ; 

27 And shud sliip, and rjz njt and 
de, and the siid shud spring and groi 
op, lii noieth net hew. 
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28 For the orth bringeth forth fruit 
ov herself; forst the bled, then the 
iir, after that the ful coirn in the iir. 

29 Bot when the fruit is breit forth, 
imidyetly hi puteth in the sicl, be- 
coiz the hairvest is com. 

30 % And hi sed, AVharontu shal Avi 
Ijkn the kingdom gv God ? or with 
whet comparison shal wi comper it ? 

31 It is Ijk a gran ©v mostard siid, 
which, when it is som in the orth, is 
les than oil the siids that bi in the 
orth : 

32 Bot when it is som, it groieth op, 
and bicometh gratei* than oil herbs, 
and shuiteth out grat ]»ranches ; so 
that the fouls ov the ar ma loj onder 
the shadoi ov it. 

33 And with meny soch parabls 
spak hi the word ontu them, az tha 
wer abl to hiir it. 
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34 Bot without a parabl spak hi net 
ontu them ; and when the wer alom 
hi expounded oil things tu his disjpls. 

35 And the sem da, when the iivn 
WGs com, hi seth ontu them, Let os 
pas over ontu the other sjd. 

36 And when tha had sent awa the 
moltitiid, tha tuk him, iivn az hi wos 
in the ship. And thar wer oilso with 
him other litl ships. 

37 And thar aroiz a grat storm ov 
wind, and the wavs biit intu the ship, 
so that it wos now ful. 

38 And hi wos in the hjnderpairtov 
the ship, asliip on a piloi: and tha 
awak him, and sa ontu him. Master, 
carest thow not that wi perish ? 

39 And hi aroiz, and rebiikt the 
wind, and sed ontu the sii, Piis, bi 
stil. And the wind ^iist, and thar 
wos a grat caim. 
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40 And hi sed ontu them, Whj ar 
yi so fiirful ? hew is it that yi hav no 
fath ? 

41 And the fiird exiidingly, and 
sed won tu another, Whet maner ev 
man is this, that iivn the wind and 
the sii obe him ? 

Chapter V. 

1 And tha cem oiver ontu the other 
sjd ev the sii, intu the contry ev the 
Gadarims. 

2 And when hi wes com out ev the 
ship, imidyetly thar met him out ev 
the tuims a man with an onclim spirit, 

3 Hui had his dweling among the 
tuims ; and no man cud bjnd him, 
no, net with chans : 

4 Beceiz that hi had bin eftn bound 
with fetei's and chans, and the chans 
had bin plokt asonder b^ him, and

7 And crjd with a loud veis, and sed, 
Whet hav i tu du with thi, Jiizos, 
thew Son ev the moist hj God ? i ajmr 
thii bj God, that thow torment mi not. 

8 (For hi sed ontu him, Com out ov 
the man, thow onclim spirit.) 

9 And hi askt him, Whot is thj 
nam ? And hi anserd, seing, Mj nam 
is Liijon : for wi ar meny. 

10 And hi besoit him moch that hi 
wud not send them awa out ov the 
contry. 

11 Now thar wos ther nj ontu the 
mountens a grat herd ov swjn fiiding. 
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12 And Gil the devils besQit liim, sa- 
ing, Send os intu the swjn, that we 
ma enter intu them. 

13 And forthwith Jiizos gav them 
liiv. And the onelim spirits went 
Gut, and enterd intu the swjn ; and 
the herd ran vjolently dGun a stiip 
plas intu the sii, (tha wer about tui 
thouzand,) and wer choikt in the sii. 

14 And tha that fed the swjn fled, 
and toild it in the sity, and in the 
con try. And tha went out tu sii 
whot it wos that wos don. 

15 And tha com tu Jiizos, and sii 
him that wos posest with the devil, 
and had the liijon, siting, and cloithd, 
and in his rjt m jnd ; and tha wer afrad. 

16 And tha that soi it toild them 
how it bifel tu him that wos posest 
with the devil, and oilso conserning 
the swjn. 
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17 And tha bigan tu pra him tu 
depairt out ov ther coists. 

18 And when hi wos com intu the 
ship, hi that had bin posest with the 
devil prad him that hi mjt bi with 
him. 

19 Howbiiit Jiizos soferd him not, 
bot sed ontu him, Go homi tu thj 
fi'ends, and tel them how grat things 
the Lord hath don for thi, and hath 
had compashon on thi. 

20 And hi depairted, and bigan tu 
publish in Decapolis how grat things 
Jilzos had don for him ; and oil men 
did mairvel. 

21 And when Jiizos wos past oiver 
agen bj ship ontu the other sjd, moch 
piipl gatherd ontu him, and hi wos 
u] ontu the sii. 

22 And, behoild, thar cometh won 
ov the ruilers ov the sinagog, Jairos 
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bj nem ; and when hi soi him, hi fel 
at his fiit, 

23 And besGit him gratly, seing, Mj 
litl doiter Ijeth at the point ov deth : 
i pre thi, com and la thj* hands ©n 
her, that shi me bi hiJd ; and shi 
shal liv. 

24 And Jiizos went with him; and 
moch piipl feloid him, and threngd 
him. 

25 And a serten wuman, which had 
an isii ^^ blod twelv yiirs, 

26 And had soferd meny things ev 
meny fizishans, and had spent ©d that 
shi had, and wes nothing beterd, bot 
raither wors, 

27 When she had herd ov Jiizos, 
cem in the pres behjnd, and tocht 
his gairment. 

28 Fer shi sed, If I me toch bot his 
cloiths, i shal bi hod. 
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29 And stretwe the founten ov her 
blod wes drjd op; and shi felt in 
her body that shI wos hidd ov that 

30 And Jiizos, imidyetly noiing in 
himseK that virtii had gon out ov 
him, tarnd him about in the pres, and 
sed, Hui tocht mi cloiths ? 

31 And his disjpls sed ontu him, 
Thow siiest the moltitiid thronging 
thi, and saest thow, Hui tocht mi ? 

32 And hi lukt round about tu sii 
her that had don this thing. 

33 Bot the wuman fiiring and tremb- 
ling, noiing whot wos don in her, cam 
and fel doun befoir him, and toJd him 
o J the truith. 

34 And hi sed ontu her, Doiter, thj 
fath hath mad thi hod ; go in piis, 
and bi hod ov thj plag. 

35 Whjl hi yet spak, thar cam from 
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the ruiler ev the sinagog's hoiis serten 
which sed, Thj doiter is ded ; whj 
troblest thow the Master eny forther ? 

36 Az sum az Jiizos herd the word 
that WGS spoikn, hi sed ontu the rui- 
ler 0v the sinagog, Bi not afred, omly 
beliiv. 

37 And hi soferd no man tu foloi 
him, sev Piiter, and Jems, and Jon 
the brother ov Jams. 

38 And hi cometh tu the hous ov 
the i-uiler or the sinagog, and siieth 
the tuniolt, and them that wept and 
weld gretly. 

39 And when hi wos com in, hi seth 
ontu them, Whj mak yi this adui, and 
wiip ? the damsel is net ded, bot sliip- 
eth. 

40 And tha laiffc him tu scorn. Bot 
when hi had put them oil out, hi tak- 
eth the faither and the mother ev the 
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damsel, and them that wer with him, 
and enterd in whar the damsel wes 

Ijing. 

41 And hi tuk the damsel bj the 

hand, and sed ontu her, Taliitha 
cuimii ; which is, biiing interpreted. 
Damsel, (J sa ontu thi,) arjz. 

42 And stretwe the damsel aroiz, 
and woikt ; for shi wes ev the ej gv 
twelv yiirs. And tha wer astenisht 
witli a gret astonishment. 

43 And hi chairjd them stratly that 
no man shud noi it; and comanded 
that somthing shud bi givn her tu iit. 

Chapter VI. 

1 And hi went out from thens, and 
cam intu his om contry ; and his disj- 
pis foloid him. 

2 And when the sabath da wos com, 
hi bigan tu tiich in the sinagog : and

meny hnring him wer astonisht, se- 
ing, From whens hath this man thiiz 
things ? and whet wizdom is this 
which is givn ontu him, that iivn 
soch mjty works ar roit bj his hands ? 

3 Is not this the carpenter, the son 
9v Mery, the brother ev Jams, and 
Joises, and Juida, and Sjmon ? and ar 
not liis sisters hiir with os ? And 
tha wer ©fended at him. 

4 Bot Jiizos sed ontii them, A prof- 
et is not without onor, bot in his om 
contry, and among his om kin, and in 
his om hous. 

5 And hi cud ther du no mjty work, 
sev that hi led his hands open a fq 
sic foik, and hiild them. 

6 And hi mairveld becoiz ov ther 
onbeliif. And hi went round about 
the vilejes, tiiching. 

7 And hi coild ontu him the twelv, 
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and bigan tu send them forth bj tui 
and tui; and gav them pour oiver 
oncliin spirits ; 

8 And comanded them that tha 
shud tak nothing for thar jorny, sev 
a staf oinly ; no scrip, no bred, no 
mony in ther purs : 

9 Bot bi shod with sandals ; and 
net put en tui coits. 

10 And hi sed ontu them, In whot 
plas soever yi enter intu a hous, thar 
abjd til yi depairt from that plas. 

11 And huisoever shal not resiiv yu, 
nor hiir yu, when yi depairt thens, 
shak of the dost onder yur fiit for a 
testimony agenst them. Verily J sa 
ontu yu. It shal bi moir tolerabl for 
Sodom and Gomora in the da ov joj- 
ment, than for that sity. 

12 And tha went out, and priicht 
that men shud ripent. 
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13 And the cast ©ut meny devils, 
and anointed with oil meny that wer 
sic, and hiild them. 

14 And king Herod herd ov him ; 
(for his nem wos spred abroid ;) and 
hi sed, That Jon the Baptist wos rizn 
from the ded, and therf oir mjty works 
du shoi forth themselvs in him. 

15 Others sed, That it isEljas. And 
others sed. That it is a profet, or az 
won ov the profets. 

16 Bot when Herod herd therov, hi 
sed. It is Jon, humi J biheded : hi is 
rizn from the ded. 

17 For Herod himself had sent forth 
and led hoild opon Jon, and bound 
him in prizn for Herodias' sek, his 
brother Filip's wjf. 

18 For Jon had sed ontu Herod, It 
is not loiful for thi tii hav thj broth- 
er's wjf. 
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19 Therfoir Herodias had a querel 
agenst hiai and wud hav kild him ; 
bot shi cud not : 

20 For Herod fiird Jen, noiing that 
hi wos a jost man and a hoily, and ob- 
servd him ; and when hi herd him, hi 
did meny things, and herd him gladly. 

21 And when a convimient da wos 
com, that Herod on his borthda med 
a soper tu his lords, hj captens, and 
chiif estats ov Galilii ; 

22 And when the doiter ov the sed 
Herodias cam in, and damst, and 
pliizd Herod and them that sat with 
him, the king sed ontu the damsel, 
Ask ov mi whotsoever thow wilt, and 
i wil giv it thi. 

23 And hi swar ontu her, Whotso- 
ever thow shalt ask ov mi, i wil giv 
it thi, ontu thi haif ov mj kingdom. 

24 And shi went forth, and sed ontu 
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her mother, Whot shal ^ ask ? And 
shi sed, The hed ©v Jon the Baptist. 

25 And shi cem in stretwe with 
hest ontu the king, and askt, seing, J 
wil that thow giv mi bj and bj in a 
chairjer the hed ov Jon the Baptist. 

26 And the king wos exiiding sory ; 
yet for his oith's sek, and for ther 
seks which sat with him, hi wud not 
riject her. 

27 And imidyetly the king sent an 
execiishoner, and comanded his hed 
tu bi broit ; and hi went and biheded 
him in the prizn, 

28 And broit his hed in a chanjer, 
and gev it tu the damsel ; and the 
damsel gev it tu her mother. 

29 And when his disjpls herd ov it, 
the cem and tuk op his corps, and 
led it in a tuim. 

30 And the aposls gatherd them- 
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selvs tugether ontu Jiizos, and toilcl 
him Oil things, boith whet the had 
don, and whet the had toit. 

31 And hi sed ontu them, Com yi 
yurselvs apairt intu a dezert pies, and 
rest a whjl : for ther wer meny com- 
ing and going, and the had no liiziir 
so moch az tu iit. 

32 And tBe depaited intu a dezert 
pies bj ship prjvetly. 

33 And the piipl soi them depaii*t- 
ing, and meny nil ^i^^^ and ran afut 
thither out ev ©J sitis, and outwent 
them, and cem tugether ontu him. 

34 And Jiizos, when hi cem out, soi 
moch piipl, and wos mmvd with com- 
pashon toiard them, becoiz the wer az 
shiip not having a sheperd : and hi 
bigan tu tiich them meny things. 

35 And when the de wos now fair 
spent, his disjpls cem ontu him, and 
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sed, This is a dezert plas, and new 
the tjm is fair past : 

36 Send them awG, that the me go 
intu the contry round about, and intu 
the vilejes, and bj themselvs bred : 
for the hav nothing tu iit. 

37 Hi anserd and sed ontu them, 
Giv yi them tu iit. And the se ontu 
him, Shal wi go and bj tm hondred 
peniworth ov bred, and giv them tu 
iit? 

38 Hi seth ontu them. How meny 
lows hav yi ? go and sii. And when 
the nil, the se, Fjv, and tm fishes. 

39 And hi comanded them tu mek 
Oil sit doun bj companis opon the 
grim gras. 

40 And the sat doun in ranks, bj 
hondreds, and bj fiftis. 

41 And when hi had tekn the fiv 
loivs and the tui fishes, hi lukt op tu 
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hevn, and blest, and bmk the loivs, 
and gev them tu his disjpls tu set 
befoir them ; and the tui fishes divi- 
ded hi among them oil. 

42 And the did oil iit, and wer fild. 

43 And the tuk op twelv baskets 
f ul ov the fragments, and ov the fishes. 

44 And the that did iit ov the loivs 
wer about f jv thouzand men. 

45 And stretwe hi constrend his 
disjpls tu get intu the ship, and tu go 
tu the other sjd befoir ontu Bethseda, 
whjl hi sent awe the piipl. 

46 And when hi had sent them awe, 
hi depairted intu a mounten tu pre. 

47 And when iivn wos com, the ship 
wos in the midst ov the sii, and hi 
alom on the land. 

48 And hi soi them toiling in roiing ; 
for the wind wos contrary ontu them : 
and about the foirth woch ov the njt 
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hi Cometh ontu thera, woiking opon 
the sii, and wud hav past bj them. 

49 Bot when the sgi him woiking 
open the sii, the sopoizd it had bin a 
spirit, and ci^d out : 

50 For the 9 J sgi him, and wer 
trobld. And imidyetly hi toikt with 
them, and seth ontu them, Bi ev gud 
chiir : it is 3E ; bi not afred. 

51 And hi went op ontu them intu 
the ship ; and the wind siist : and the 
wer soir amezd in themselvs biyond 
mezqr, and wonderd. 

52 For the considerd net the miracl 
0v the loivs; for ther hairt wgs 
hairdnd. 

53 And when the had past oiver, 
the cem intu the land ov Genesaret, 
and drui tu the shoir, 

54 And when tha wer com out ov 
the ship, stretwe the nil him. 
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55 And ran thrui that -hoil riijon 
round about, and bigan tu caiy about 
in beds tlioiz that wer sic, whar tha 
herd hi wos. 

56 And whithersoever hi enterd, in- 
tu vilejes, or sitis, or contry, tha led 
the sic in the striits, and besoit him 
that tha mjt toch if it wer bot the 
border ov his garment : and az meny 
as tocht him wer med hoil. 

Chapter VII. 

1 Then cam tugether ontu him the 
Farisiis, and serten ov the sc^bs, 
which cam from Jerusalem. 

2 And when tha soi som ov.his disj- 
pls iit bred with def jld, that is tu sa, 
with onwosht hands, tha found foilt. 

3 For the Farisiis, and oil the Juis, 
exept the wosh thar hands oif t, iit not, 
hoilding the tradishon ov the elders. 
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4 And when the com from the mair- 
ket, exept the wesh, the iit not. 
And meny other things ther bi, 
which the hav resiivd tu hoild, az the 
woshing ov cops, and pots, brezn ves- 
els, and ov tebls. 

5 Then the Farisiis and sci^bs askt 
him, Whj woik not thj disjpls acor- 
ding tu the tradishon ov the elders, 
bot iit bred with onwoshn hands ? 

6 Hi anserd and sed ontii them, Wei 
hath Ezeyas profesjd ov yu hipocrits,, 
az it is ritn, This piipl onoreth mi with 
ther lips, bot ther hairt is far from mi. 

7 Howbiiit in ven du the worship 
mi, tiiching for doctrins the comand- 
ments ov men. 

8 For leing asjd the comandment 
ov God, yi hoild the tradishons ov 
men, az the woshing ov pots and cops : 
and meny other Ijk things yi du. 
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9 And hi sed ontu them, Ful wel yi 
riiject the comandraent gv God, that 
yi niG kiip yur om tradishon. 

10 For Moizes sed, Gnor thj faither 
and thj mother; and, Huiso corseth 
faither or mother, let him dj the deth: 

1 1 Bot yi se, If a man shal se tu his 
faither or mother, It is Corban, that 
is tu se, a gift, bj whotsoever thow 
mjtst bi profited bj mi ; hi shal bi frii. 

12 And yi sofer him no moir tu du 
oit for his faither or his mother ; 

13 Making the word ov God ov noh 
ef ect thrui yur tradishon, which yi hav 
diliverd : and meny soch Ijk things du 

14 And when hi had coild oil the 
piipl ontu him, hi sed ontu them, 
Hairkn ontu mi every won ov yu, 
and onderstand : 

15 Thar is nothing from without a 
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man, that entering iiitu him can def|l 
him : bot the things which com out 
ov him, thoiz ar the that de^l the 
man. 

16 If eny man hav iirs tu hiir, let 
him hiir. 

17 And when hi wes enterd intu 
the heus from the piipl, his disjpls 
askt him conserning the parabl. 

18 And hi seth ontu them, Ar yi so 
without onderstanding oilso ? Du yi 
not persiiv, that whotsoever thing 
from without entereth intu the man, 
it canot def jl him ; 

19 Becoiz it entereth not intu his 
hairt, bot intu the bely, and goeth 
out intu the draift, porjing oil miits ? 

20 And hi sed. That wich cometh 
out ov the man, that defjleth the 
man. 

21 For from within, out ov the 
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hairt 9v men, proisiid iivil thoits; 
adolteris, fornicaslions, morders, 

22 Thefts, covetosnes, wikednes, de- 
siit, lasiviosnes, an iivil ji, blasfemy, 
prjd, fudishnes : 

23 0d thiiz iivi] things com from 
within, and defjl the man. 

24 And from thens hi aroiz, and 
went intu the borders ov Tjr and 
Sjdon, and enterd intu a hous, and 
wud hav no man noi it : hot hi cud 
net bi hid. 

25 For a serten '^uman, huiz yong 
doiter had an onclim spirit, herd ov 
him, and cem and f el at his fiit : 

26 The wuman wos a Griik, a Sjro- 
feniishian bj neshon ; and shi besoit 
him that hi wud cast forth the devil 
out ov her doiter. 

27 Bot Jiizos sed ontu her. Let the 
children forst bi iild : for it is not 
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milt tu tek the children's bred, and 
tu cast it ontu the dogs. 

28 And shi anserd and sed ontu 
him, Yes, Lord : yet the dogs onder 
the tabl iit ev the children's croms. 

29 And hi sed ontu her, For this se- 
ing go thj WG ; the devil is gen out 
0v thj doiter. 

30 And when shi wes com tu her 
heus, shi found the devil gon out, and 
her doiter led opon the bed. 

31 And agen, depairting from the 
coists ov Tjr and Sjdon, hi cem ontu 
the sii ov Galilii, thrui the midst ov 
the coists ov Decapolis. 

32 And tha bring ontu him won 
that wos def, and had an impediment 
in his spiich ; and tha besiich him tu 
put his hand opon him. 

33 And hi tuk him asjd from the 
moltitiid, and put his fingers intu 
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his iirs, and lii spit, and tocht his 
tong ; 

34 And luking op tu hevn, hi sjd,and 
seth ontu him, Efatha, that is, Bi oipeud. 

35 And stratwa his iu*s wer oipend, 
and the string ov his tong wes luist, 
and hi spak plan. 

36 And hi chairjd them that the 
shud tel no man : bot the moir hi 
chairjd them, so moch the moir a 
grat dill the piiblisht it ; 

37 And wer biyond meziir astonisht, 
saing. Hi hath don oil things wel : hi 
maketh boith the def tu hiir, and the 
dom tu spiik. 

Chapter VIIT. 

1 In thoiz das the moltitiid biiing 
very grat, and having nothing tu iit, 
Jiizos coild his disjpls ontu him, and 
sed ontu them. 
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2 J hav corapashon on the moltitiid, 
becGiz the hav pew bin with mi thrii 
des, and hav nothing tu iit : 

3 And if ^ send them awe fasting tu 
ther om houses, the wil fent bj the 
we : for djvers ov them cem from 
fair. 

4 And his disjpls anserd him, From 
whens can a man satisfj thiiz men 
with bred hiir in the wildernes ? 

5 And hi askt them, How meny 
loivs hav yi ? "And the sed, Sevn. 

6 And hi comanded the piipl tu sit 
doun on the ground : and hi tuk the 
sevn loivs, and gev thanks, and brek, 
and gev tu his disjpls tu set befoir 
them ; and the did set them befoir 
the piipl. 

7 And the had a fq, smoil fishes: 
and hi blest, and comanded tu set 
them oJso befoir them. 
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8 So tha did iit, and wer iild : and 
the. tuk op ov the broikn miit that 
wos left sevn baskets. 

9 And the that had iiten wer about 
foir thouzand : and hi sent them awe. 

10 And stretwe hi enterd intii a 
ship with his disjpls, and cem intu 
the pairts ov Dalmanuitha. 

11 And the Favisiis cam forth, and 
bigan tu questyon with him, silking 
ov him a sjn from hevn, temting hira. 

12 And hi sjd diiply in his spirit, and 
seth, Whj doth this jenereshon siik 
after a sjn ? verily i se ontu yu, Ther 
shalnosjn bigivn ontu this jenereshon. 

13 And hi left them, and entering 
intu the ship agen depairted tu the 
other sjd. 

14 Now the disjpls had forgotn tu 
tek bred, niither had the in the ship 
with them moir than won loif. 
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15 And hi chairjd them, seing, Tak 
hiid, bewGr ov the levn ov the Fari- 
siis, and gv the levn ov Herod. 

1 6 And the riiznd among themselvs, 
seing, It is becoiz wi hav no bred. 

17 And when Jiizos nq it, hi seth 
ontu them, Whj riizn yi, becoiz yi 
hav no bred ? persiiv yi not yet, nii- 
ther onderstand? hav yi yur hairt 
yet hairdnd ? 

18 Having jis, sii yi not ? and hav- 
ing iirs, hiir yi not? and du yi not 
rimember ? 

19 When J brekthe fiv loivs among 
fjv thouzand, how meny baskets ful 
9v fragments tuk yi op ? The sa ontu 
him, Twelv. 

20 And when the sevn among foir 
thouzand, how meny baskets ful ov 
fragments tuk yi op ? And the sed, 
Sevn. 
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21 And hi sed ontu them, How is it 
that yi du net onderstand ? 

22 And hi cometh tu Bethsada; and 
the bring a bljnd man ontu him, and 
besoit him tu toch him. 

23 And hi tuk the bljnd man bj the 
hand, and led him out ov the toun ; 
and when hi had spit on his jis, and 
put his hands opon him, hi askt him 
if hi soi oit. 

24 And hi lukt op, and sed, i six 
men az triis, woiking. 

25 After that hi put his hands agen 
opon his jis, and mad him luk op; 
and hi wos restou'd, and soi every 
man cliirly. 

26 And hi sent him awa tu his hous, 
saing, Niither go intu the toun, nor 
tel it tu eny in the toun. 

27 And Jiizos went out, and his 
disjpls, intu the touns ov Sesariia

disjpls, saing ontu them, Huim du 
men se that i am ? 

28 And the anserd, Jon the Baptist: 
hot som se, Eljas ; and others, Won 
ov the profets. 

29 And hi seth ontu them, Bot hmm 
sa yi that ^ am ? And Piiter anser- 
eth and seth ontu him, Thow art the 
Crjst. 

30 And hi chairjd them that tha 
shud tel no man ov him. 

31 And hi bigan tu tiich them, that 
the Son ov man most sofer meny 
things, and bi rijected ov the elders, 
and ov the chiif priists, and scrjbs, 
and bi kild, and after thrii das rjz 
agen. 

32 And hi spak that saing oipnly. 
And Piiter tuk him, and bigan tu re- 
bilk him. 
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33 Bot when hi had tornd about 
and lukt on his disjpls, hi rebiikt 
Filter, saing, Get thii behjnd mi, Sa- 
tan : for thow severest not the things 
that bi ov God, bot the things that bi 
ov men. 

34 And when hi had coild the piipl 
ontu him with his disjpls oilso, hi sed 
ontu them, Huisoever wil com after 
mi, let him denj himself^ and tek op 
his cros, and foloi mi. 

35 For huisoever wil sav his Hf shal 
luiz it ! bot huisoever shal huz his Hf 
for mj sak and the gospel's, the sam 
shal sav it. 

36 For whot shal it profit a man, if 
hi shal gan the hoil world, and luiz 
his om soil ? 

37 Or whot shal a man giv in ex- 
chanj for his soil ? 

38 Huisoever tharf oir shal bi ashamd 
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Gv mi and ev mj words, in this adolt- 
eros and sinful jenerashon, ov him 
eilso shal the Son ov man hi ashamd, 
when hi cometh in the glouy ev his 
Faither with the hoily anjels. 

Chapter IX. 

1 And hi sed ontii them, Verily 9 sa 
ontu yu, That thar bi som ev them 
that stand hiir, which shal not tast ev 
deth, til tha hav sim the kingdom ev 
God com with pour. 

2 And after six das Jiizos taketh 
with him Piiter, and Jams, and Jen, 
and liideth them op intu a hj meunt- 
en apairt bj themselvs: and hi wes 
transfigiird befoir them. 

3 And his rament becam shjning, 
exiiding whjt az snoi ; so az no fuler 
en orth can whjt them. 

4 And thar apiird ontu them Eljas 
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with Moizes: and tha wer toiking 
with Jiizos. 

5 And Filter anserd and sed tu Jii- 
zos, Master, it is gud for os tu bi hiir: 
and let os mak thrii tabernacls ; won 
for thii, and won for Moizes, and won 
for El J as. 

6 For hi wist not whot tu. sa; for 
tha wer soir afrad. 

7 And thar wos a cloud that oiver- 
shadoid them : and a vois cam out ov 
the cloud, saing, This is mj biloved 
Son : hiir him. 

8 And sodenly, when tha had lukt 
round about, tha soi no man eny mo\r, 
sav Jilzos omly with themselvs. 

9 And az tha cam doun from the 
mounten, hi chairjd them that tha 
shud tel no man whot things tha had 
sim, til the Son ov man wer rizn from 
the ded. 
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10 And tha kept that seing with 
themselvs, questyoning won with an- 
other whet the i^^^^g from the ded 
shud miin. 

1 1 And tha askt him, aaing, Whj sa 
the scrjbs that Eljas most forst com ? 

12 And hi anserd and toild them, 
El J as verily cometh forst, and restoir- 
eth Oil things ; and how it is ritn ov 
the Son ov man, that hi most sofer 
meny things, and bi set at noit. 

13 Bot i sa ontii yu, That Eljas is 
indiid com, and tha hav don ontu him 
whotsoever tha listed, az it is ritn ov 
him. 

14 And when hi cam tu his disjpls, 
hi soi a grat moltitud about them, 
and the scrjbs Questyoning with them. 

15 And stratwa od the piipl, when 
tha biheld him, wer gratly amazd, and 
roning tu him saluted him. 
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16 And hi askt the scrjbs, Whet 
questyon yi with them ? 

17 And won ov the moltitiid anserd 
and sed, Master, 35 hav breit ontu thii 
mj son, which hath a dom spirit ; 

18 And whtirsoever hi taketh him, hi 
tereth him ; and hi founeth, and nash- 
eth with his tilth, and pjneth awe: 
and i spak tu thj disjpls that tha 
shud cast him out ; and the cud not. 

19 Hi ansereth him, and seth, Oi 
fethles jenereshon, how long shal i bi 
with yu ? hew leng shal i sofer yu ? 
bring him ontu mi. 

20 And tha breit him ontu him: 
and when hi sei him, stratwe the 
spirit ter him; and hi fel en the 
ground, and weloid foiming. 

21 And hi askt his faither, Hew 
leng is it ago sins this cem ontu him ? 
And hi sed, 0v a chjld. 
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22 And oft-tjms it hath cast him 
intu the f jr, and intii the weiters, tu 
desti'oy him : bot if thow canst du 
enything, hav compashon en os, and 
help OS. 

23 Jiizos sed ontu him, If thow 
canst beliiv, od things ar posibl tu 
him that beliiveth. 

24 And stretwa the faither ov the 
chjld CYii out, and sed with tiirs. 
Lord, S beliiv ; help thow mjn onbe- 
liif. 

25 When Jiizos soi that the piipl 
cam roning tugether, hi rebukt the 
foul spirit, saing ontu him, Thow dom 
and def spirit, i chairj thii, com out 
ov him, and enter no moir intu him. 

26 And the spirit crjd, and rent him 
sou*, and cam out ov him : and hi wos 
az won ded ; insomoch that meny sed, 
III is ded. 
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27 Bot Jiizos tuk him bj the hand, 
and lifted him op ; and hi aroiz. 

28 And when hi wes com intu the 
heus, his disjpls askt him prjvetly, 
Whj cud not wi cast him out ? 

29 And hi sed ontu them. This kjnd 
can com forth bj nothing, bot bj prer 
and faisting. 

30 And tha depairted thens, and 
past thrui Galilii, and hi wud net 
that eny man shud noi it. 

31 For hi toit his disjpls, and 
sed ontu them, The Son ov man 
is diliverd intu the hands ov men, 
and tha shal kil him; and after 
that hi is kild, hi shal rjz the third 
da. 

32 Bot tha onderstud not that saing, 
and wer afrad tu ask him. 

33 And hi cam tu Capernaum : and 
biiing in the hous lii askt them, Whet 
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W9S it that yi disptited among yur- 
selvs bj the we? 

34 Bot the held ther piis: for bj 
the we the had dispiited among them- 
slvs, hui shud bi the gretest. 

35 And hi sat douri, and ceJd the 
twelv, and sed ontu them, if eny man 
desjr tu bi forst, the sem shal bi last 
9v Gil, and servant qv ©J. 

36 And hi tuk a chjld, and set him in 
the midst ©v them : and when hi had 
tekn him in his airms, hi sed ontu them, 

37 Huisoever shal resiiv won ov soch 
children in mj nem, resiiveth mi ; and 
hiusoever shal resiiv mi, resiiveth not 
mi, bot him that sent mi. 

38 And Jon anserd him, seing, Mas- 
ter, wi S0i won casting ©ut devils in 
thj nem, and hi foloieth not os ; and 
wi forbad him, bec©iz hi f©loieth not os. 

39 Bot Jiizos sed, Forbid him not : 
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for thar is no man which shal dii a 
miracl in mj nam, that can Ijtly spiik 
iivil 9v mi. 

40 For hi that is not agenst os is on 
our pairt. 

41 For huisoever shal giv yu a cop 
ev woiter tu drink in mj nam, becoiz 
yi bilong tu Crjst, verily i sa ontu 
yu, hi shal not luiz his rewou'd. 

42 And huisoever shal ©fend won ev 
thiiz litl wons that beliiv in mi, it is 
beter for him that a milstom wer 
hangd about his nek, and hi wer cast 
intu the sii, 

43 And if thj hand ofend thi, cot it 
of: it is beter for thi tu enter intu Ijf 
mamd, than having tui hands tu go 
intu hel, intu the Qr that never shal 
bi quencht : 

44 Whar thar worm djeth not, and 
the fjr is not quencht. 
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45 And if thj fut ofend thi, cot it 
of: it is beter for thi tu enter hoilt 
intu ]jf, than having tut fiit tu bi cast 
intu hel, intu the fjr that never shal 
bi quencht : 

46 Wher ther vrorm djeth not, and 
the f jr is not quencht. 

47 And if thjn ji ofend thi, plok it, 
out : it is beter for thi tu enter intu 
the kingdom ov God with won ji, 
than having tui jis tu bi cast intu hel 
f jr : 

48 Whar ther worm djeth not, and 
the i^r is not quencht. 

49 For every won shal bi soilted 
with fjr, and every sacrifjz shal bi 
soilted with soilt. 

50 Soilt is gud : bot if the soilt hav 
lost his soiltnes, wharwith wil yi siizn 
it? Hav soilt in yurselvs, and hav 
piis won with another. 
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Chapter X. 

1 And hi aroiz from thens, and Com- 
eth intu the coist ev Judia bj the 
fau-ther sjd ov Jordan : and the piipl 
I'izort ontu him agen ; and, az hi wos 
wont, hi toit them agen. 

2 And the Farisiis cam tu him, and 
askt him, Is it loiful for a man tu put 
awe his wjf ? tern ting him. 

3 And hi anserd and sed ontu them, 
Whot did Moizes comand yu ? 

4 And the sed, Moizes soferd tu rjt 
a bil ov divorsment, and tu put her 
awe. 

5 And Jiizos anserd and sed ontu 
them. For the hairdnes ov yur haui; 
hi roit yu this prisept. 

6 Bot fi'om the bigining ov the crie- 
shon God med them mel and fiimel. 

7 For this coiz shal a man liiv his 
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faither and mother, and cliiv tu his 

wjf; 

8 And tha twan shal bi won flesh ; 
so then tha ar no moir twan, hot won 
flesh. 

9 Whet tharfoir God hath joind tu- 
gether, let not man put asonder. 

10 And in the hous his disjpls askt 
him agen ov the sam mater. 

11 And hi seth ontu them; Huiso- 
ever shal put awa his wjf, and mary 
another, comiteth adoltery agenst her. 

12 And if a wuman shal put awa 
her hozband, and bi marid tu another, 
shi comiteth adoltery. 

1 3 And tha broit yong children tu 
him, that hi shud toch them ; and his 
disjpls rebrikt thoiz that broit them. 

14 Bot when Jiizos soi it, hi wes 
moch displiizd, and sed ontu them, 
Sofer the litl children tu com ontu mi, 
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and forbid them not ; for ov socli is 
the kingdom ov God. 

15 Verily J se ontu yu, Huisoever 
shal not resiiv the kingdom ov God 
az a litl chjld, hi shal not enter 
therin. 

16 And hi tuk them op in his airms, 
put his hands opon them, and blest 
them. 

17 And when hi wos gon forth intu 
the we, ther cam won roning, and 
niild tu him, and askt him, Gud Mas- 
ter, whot shal i du that i me inherit 
iternal Ijf ? 

18 And Jiizos sed ontii him, Whj 
coilest thow mi gud ? ther is non gud 
bot won, that is, God. 

19 Thow noiest the comandments, 
Du not comit adoltery, Du not kil, Du 
not stiJ, Du not ber foJs witnes, De- 
f roid not, 0nor thj faither and mother. 
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20 And hi anserd and sed ontii him, 
Master, oil thiiz hav ^ observd from 
mj iith. . 

2 1 Then Jiizos behoilding him lovd 
him, and sed ontu him, Won thing 
thew lakest: go thj we, sel whotso- 
ever thow hast, and giv tu the piur, 
and thow shalt hav treziir in hevn : 
and com, tek op the cros, and feloi 
mi. 

22 And hi wos sad at that saing, 
and went awd griivd : for hi had grdt 
pozeshous. 

23 And Jilzos lukt round about, 
and seth ontu his disjpls. How hairdly 
shal thd that hav riches enter intu 
the kingdom ov God ! 

24 And the disjpls wer astonisht at 
his words. Bot Jiizos ansereth agen, 
and seth ontu them, Children, how 
haird is it for them that trost in 
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richea tu enter intu the kingdom ov 
God! 

25 It is iizier for a camel tu go 
thrui the ji ov a niidl, than for a rich 
man tu enter intu the kingdom ov 
God. 

26 And the wer astonisht out ov 
meziir, saing among themselvs, Hui 
then can bi savd ? 

27 And Jiizo8 luting opon them 
seth, With men it is imposibl, bot 
not with God: for with God eil 
things ar posibl. 

28 Then Piiter bigan tu se ontu him, 
Loi, wi hav left oil, and liav foloid thi. 

29 And Jiizos anserd and sed. 
Verily i se ontu yu, Ther is no 
man that hath left hous, or brethren, 
or sisters, or faither, or mother, or 
wjf, or children, or lands, for mj sak, 
and the gospel's. 
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30 Bot hi shal resiiv a hondredfoild 
new in this tjm, houses, and brethren, 
and sisters, and mothers, and children, 
and lands, with perseciishons ; and in 
the world tu com iternal Ijf. 

31 Bot meny that ar forst shal bi 
last ; and the last forst. 

32 And the wer in the wa going op 
tu Jerusalem ; and Jiizos went befoir 
them : and the wer amezd ; and az 
the feloid, the wer afred. And hi 
tuk agen the twelv, and bigan tu tel 
them whot things shud hapen ontu 
him, 

33 Seing, Behoild, wi go op tu Jeru- 
salem; and the Son ov man shal bi 
diliverd ontu the chiif priists, and 
ontu the serjbs ; and the shal con- 
dem him tu deth, and shal diliver 
him tu the Jentjls : 

34 And the shal mek him, and shal 
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scorj him, and shal spit open him, and 
shal kil him ; and the third da hi shal 
4z agen. 

35 And Jems and Jon, the sons ov 
Zebedii, com ontu him, seing, Master, 
wi wild that thow shudest dii for os 
whotsoever wishal disjr. 

36 And hi sed ontu them, What 
wud yi that i shud du for yu ? 

37 The sed ontu him. Grant ontu 
08 that wi me sit, won on thj rjt 
hand, and the other on thj left hand, 
in thj gloiry. 

38 Bot Jiizos sed ontu them, Yi noi 
not whot yi ask : can yi drink ov the 
cop that i drink ov ? and bi baptjzd 
with the baptism that i am baptjzd 
with ? 

39 And the sed ontu him, Wi can. 
And Jiizos sed ontu them, Yi shal 
indiid drink ov the cop that I drink 
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9v ; and with the baptism that J am 
baptjzd with shal yi bi baptjzd : 

40 Bot tu sit 0n mj rjt hand and en 
mj left hand is net mjn tu giv ; bot it 
shal bi givn tu them fer huim it is * 
preperd. ' 

41 And when the ten herd it, tha 
bigan tu bi moch displiized with 
Jems and Jen. 

42 Bot Jiizos coild them tu him, and 
sed ontu them, Yi noi that tha which 
ar aceunted tu ruil oiver the Jontjls 
exersjz lordship oiver them ; and thar 
grat wons exersjz oithority open them 

4 3 Bot so shal it not bi among yu : 
bot huisoever wil bi grat among yu, 
shal bi yur minister : 

44 And huisoever ev yu wil bi the 
chiif est ; shal bi servant ev oil. 

45 Fer iivn the Son ev man cam not 
tu bi ministerd ontu, bot tu minister. 
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and tu giv Lis Ijf a ransom for 
meny. 

46 And tha cem tu Jerico : and az 
hi went out ov Jerico with his disj- 
pls and a gret noniber ov piipl, bljnd 
Bartimios, the son ov Timios, sat bj 
the hjwe sjd beging. 

47 And when hi herd that it wos 
Jiizos ov Nazareth, hi bigan tu ci^j 
out, and se, Jiizos, thow Son ov Da- 
vid hav mersy on mi. 

48 And meny chairjd him that hi 
sliud hoild his piis: bot hi ci'jd the 
moir a gret did, Thow Son ov David, 
hav mersy on mi. 

49 And Jiizos stud stil, and com- 
anded him tu bi coJd. And tha 
cod the bljnd man, saing ontu him, 
Bi ov gud comfort, rjz ; hi coileth thi. 

50 And hi, casting awa his gar- 
ment, roiz, and cam tu Jiizos. 
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51 And Jiizos anserd and sed ontu 
him, Whet wilt thow that i shud du 
ontu thi ? The bljnd man sed ontu 
him, Lord, that J mjt resiiv mj sjt. 

52 And Jiizos sed ontu him, Go thj 
we, thj feth hath med thi hoil. And 
iraidyetly hi resiivd his sjt, and foloid 
Jiizos in the we. 

Chapter XL 

1 And when tha cam nj tu Jerusa- 
lem, ontu Bethfeji and Bethany, at 
the mount ov Olivs, hi sendeth forth 
tui ov his disjpls, 

2 And seth ontu them. Go yur we 
intu the vilej oiver agenst yu : and 
az sum az yi bi enterd intu it, yi shal 
fjnd a eoilt tjd, wharon never man 
sat ; luiz him, and bring him. 

3 And if eny man sa ontu yu, Whj 
du yi this ? sa yi that the Lord hath 
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niid 0v him ; and stratwe hi wil send 
him hither. 

4 And the went ther wa, and found 
the coilt tjd bj the doir without in a 
plas wher tui was met ; and tha luiz 
him. 

5 And serten ov them that stud 
thar sed ontu them, Whot du yi, 
luizing the coilt ? 

6 And tha sed ontu them iivn az 
Jiizos had comanded : and tha let 
them go. 

7 And tha broit the coilt tu Jiizos, 
and cast thar garment on him; and 
hi sat opon him. 

8 And meny spred thar gamnents 
in the wa ; and others cot doun 
branches of the triis, and struid them 
in the wa. 

9 And tha that w^ent befoir, and 
tha that foloid, crjd, saing, Hozana ; 



76 ST. MARK XI, 10-14. 

Blesed is hi that coraeth in the nam 
9v the Lord : 

10 Blesed bi the kingdom ov our 
faither Devid, that cometh in the nam 
ov the Lord : Hozana in the hjest. 

11 And Jiizos enterd intu Jerusa- 
lem, and intu the tempi: and when 
hi had lukt round about opon oil 
things, and now the iivntjd wos com, 
hi went out ontu Bethany with the 
twelv. 

12 And on the moroi, when the wer 
com from Bethany, hi wos hongry : 

13 And siiing a fig trii afar of hav- 
ing liivs, hi cem, if haply hi mjt f jnd 
enything tharon: and when hi cam 
tu it, he found nothing bot liivs ; for 
the tjm ov figs wos nob yet. 

14 And Jilzos anserd and sed ontu 
it, No man iit fniit ov thii hiirafter 
for ever. And his disjpls herd it. 
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15 And tha com tu Jerusalem : and 
Jiizos went intu the tempi, and bigan 
tu cast out them that soJd and boit 
in the tempi, and oiverthrui the tebls 
ev the mony chanjers, and the siits 
ev them that soild dovs ; 

16 And wud not sofer that eny man 
shud cary eny vesel thrui the tempi. 

17 And hi text, saing ontu them. Is 
it not ntn, Mj hous shal bi coild ov 
Oil nashons the hous ov prar ? bot yi 
hav mad it a den ov thiivs. 

18 And the scrjbs and chiif priists 
herd it, and soit how tha mjt destroy 
him ; for tha fiird him, becoiz oil the 
piipl woz astonisht at his doctrin. 

19 And when ixvn wos com, hi went 
out ov the sity. 

20 And in the morning, az tha past 
bj, tha soi the fig trii di^jd op from 
the ruits. 
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21 And Filter coiling tu rimem- 
brans seth ontu him, Master, behoild, 
the fig trii which thew corsedst is 
witherd awa. 

22 And Jiizos ansering seth ontu 
them, Hav feth in God. 

23 For verily i se ontu yu. That 
huisoever shal sa ontu this mounten, 
Bi thow remuivd, and bi thow cast 
intu the sii ; and shal not dout in his 
hairt, bot shal beliiv that thoiz things 
which hi seth shal com tu pas; hi 
shal hav whotsoev^er hi seth. 

24 Therfoir J sa ontu yu, Whot 
things soever yi desjr, when yi pra, 
beliiv that yi resiiv them, and yi shal 
hav them. 

25 And when yi stand praing, for- 
giv, if yi hav oit agenst eny; that 
yur Faither oilso which is in hevn 
ma forgiv yu yur trespases. 
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26 Bot if yi du not forgiv, niither 
wil yur Faither which is in hevn for- 
giv yur trespases. 

27 And tha com agen tu Jeinisalem : 
and az hi wos woiking in the tempi, 
ther com tu him the chiif priists, and 
the scrubs, and the elders, 

28 And sa ontu him, Bj whot oith- 
ority duest thow thiiz things ? and 
hui gav thi this oithority tu du thiiz 
things ? 

29 And Jiizos anserd and sed ontu 
them, J wil oilso ask ov yu won 
questyon, and anser mi, and J wil tel 
yu bj whot Oithority J du thiiz things, 

30 The baptizm ov Jon, wos it from 
hevn, or ov men ? anser mi. 

31 And tha riiznd with themselvs, 
saing. If wi shal sa. From hevn ; hi 
wil sa, Whj then did yi not beliiv 
him ? 
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32 Bot if wi shal se, 0v men ; tha 
fiird the piipl ; for oil men counted 
Jon, that hi wos a profet indiid. 

33 And the anserd and sed ontu Jii- 
zos, Wi can not tel. And Jiizos anser- 
ing seth ontu them, Niither du f tel yu 
bj whot oithority ^ du thiiz thingig. 

Chapter XII. 

1 And hi bigan tu spiik ontu them 
bj parabls. A serten man planted a 
vinyard, and set a hej about it, and 
digd a pies for the wjnfat, and bilt a 
touer, and let it out tu hozbandmen, 
and went intu a fair contry. 

2 And at the siizn hi sent tu the 
hozbandmen a servant, that hi mjt 
resiiv from the hozbandmen ov the 
fruit ov the vinyard. 

3 And the cmt him, and biit him, 
and sent him awe emty. 
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4 And agen hi sent ontu them an- 
other servant ; and at him tha cast 
stoms, and wumded him in the hed, 
and sent him awe sherafuly handld. 

5 And agen hi sent another; and 
him tha kild, and meny others ; biit- 
ing som, and kiling som. 

6 Having yet tharfoir won son, his 
w^el bilovd, hi sent him oilso last ontu 
them, saing, Tha wil reverens mj son. 

7 Bot thoiz hozbandmen sed among 
themselvs, This is the er ; com, let os 
kil him, and the inheritans shal bi 
ours. 

8 And tha tuk him, and kild him, 
and cast him out ev the vinyard. 

9 Whet shal tharfoir the lord ov 
the vinyard du ? hi wil com and de- 
stroy the hozbandmen, and wil giv 
the vinyard ontu others. 

10 And hav yi not red this Scrip- 
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tiir; The stom which the bilders ri- 
jected is bicom the hed ov the corner : 

11 This W9S the Lord's duing, and 
it is marvelos in our jis ? 

12 And tha soit tu la hoild on him, 
bot fiird the piipl; for tha nq that hi 
had spoikn the parabl iagenst them : 
and tha left him, and went thea* 
wa. 

13 And tha sent ontu him serten ov 
the Farisiis and ov the Herodians, tu 
each him in his words. 

14 And when tha wer com, tha sa 
ontu him, Master, wi noi that thow 
art trui, and carest for no man ; for 
thow regairdest not the person ov 
men, bot tiichest the wa ov God in 
truth : Is it loiful tu giv tribiit tu 
Siizar, or not ? 

15 Shal wi giv, or shal wi not giv? 
Bot hi, noiing thar hipocrisy, sed on- 
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tu them, Whj temt yi mi ? bring mi 
a peny, that 35 ma sii it. 

16 And tha broit it. And hi seth 
ontu them, Huiz is this imej and su- 
perscripshon ? And tha sed ontu 
him, Siizar's. 

17 And Jiizosansering sed ontu them, 
Render tu Siizar the things that ar 
Siizar's, and tu God the things that ar 
God's. And tha marveld at him. 

18 Then com ontu him the Sadiisiis, 
which sa thar is no risorecshon ; and 
tha askt him, saing, 

19 Master, Moizes roit ontu os, If a 
man's brother d|, and liiv his wjf be- 
hjnd him, and liiv no children, that 
his brother shud tak his wjf, and raz 
op siid ontu his brother. 

20 New thar wer sevn brethren : 
and the forst tuk a wjf, and djing 
left no siid. 
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21 And the second tuk her, and djd, 
niither left hi eny siid ; and the third 
Ijkwjz. 

22 And the sevn had her, and left 
no siid: last ev oil the wiiman djd 
oilso. 

23 In the risorecshon tharfoir, when 
tha shal rjz, hui^ wjf shal shi bi ev 
them ? for the sevn had her tu wjf, 

24 And Jiizos ansering sed ontu 
them, Du yi not therfoir er, becoiz yi 
noi net the Scriptiirs, piither the pour 
ov God ? 

25 For when tha shal ly/; from the 
ded, tha niither mary, nor ar givn in 
marij ; hot ar az the anjels which ar 
in hevn. 

26 And az tochiug the ded, that tha 
rjz ; hav y i not red in the buk ov Moi- 
zes, how in thQ bush God spak ontu 
him, saing, J am the God ov ^bra- 
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ham, and the Grod ov fcsak, and the 
God Gv Jacob ? 

27 Hi is net the God ov the ded, 
hot the God ov the living : yi ther- 
foir dii gratly er. 

28 And won ev the scrjbs cam, and 
having herd them riizning together, 
and persiiving that hi had anserd 
them wel, askt him, Which i^ the 
forst comandment ov oil ? 

29 Apd Jiizos anserd him, The forst 
ov od the comandments is, Hiir, O 
Jsrael; The Lord our God is won 
Lord : 

30 And thow shalt lov the Lord 
thj God with od thj hairt, and with 
od thj sod, and with od thj mjnd, 
and with od thj strength : this is the 
forst comandment. 

81 And the second is Ijk, nemly 
this, Thow sbalt lov ^hj nabor Az 
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thjself. Ther is non other comand- 
ment grater than thiiz. 

32 And the sci^b sed ontu him, 
Wei, Master, thow hast sed the 
truth : for ther is won Ged ; and 
thar is non other hot hi : 

83 And tu lov him with ©il the 
hairt, and with ©il the onderstanding^ 
and with oil the soil, and with oil the 
strength, and tu lov his nabor az him- 
self, is moir than oil hod bomt ofer- 
ings and sacrifjzes. 

34 And when Jiizos soi that hi an- 
serd discriitly, hi sed ontu hira, Thow 
art not fair from the kingdom ov God. 
And no man after that dorst ask him 
eny questyon. 

35 And Jilzos anserd and sed, whjl 
hi toit in the tempi. How sa the scrjbs 
that Crjst is the son ov David ? 

36 For David himself sed bj the 
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Hoily Goist, The Lord sed tu mj 
Lord, Sit thow en mj rjt hand, til i 
mek thjn enemis thj f utstuil. 

37 David therfoir himself CGiletli 
him Lord ; and whens is hi then his 
son ? And the comon piipl herd him 
gladly. 

38 And hi sed ontu them in his doc- 
trin, Bewar ev the serjbs, which lov 
tu go in long cloithing, and lov salu- 
tashons in the mairketplases, 

39 And the chiif siits in the sina- 
gogs, and the opermoist rmms at fiists: 

40 Which devour widois' houses, and 
for a pritens mak long prars : thiiz 
shal resiiv grater damnashon. 

41 And Jiizos sat oiver agenst the 
tresTiry: and biheld how the piipl 
cast mony intu the tresiiry : and meny 
that wer rich cast in moch. 

42 And thar cam a serten puir 
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widoi, and shi thrui in tui mjts, which 
mak a fairthing. 

43 And hi coild ontu him his disj- 
pls, and sed ontu them, Verily J sa 
ontu yu, That this pmr widoi hatb 
cast moir in, than oil tha which hav 
cast intu the tresqiy :

Chapter XIIL

6 For meny shal com in mj nam, 
seing, i am Crjst : and shal desiiv 
meny. 

7 And when yi shal hiir ©v woirs 
and ruimors qv woirs, bi yi not 
trobld : for soch things most niids 
bi ; bot the end shal not bi yet. 

8 For neshon shal rjz agenst neshon 
and kingdom agenst kingdom: and 
ther shal bi orthqueks in djvers 
pleses, and ther shal bi famins and 
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trobls: thiiz ar the biginings gv 
seros. 

9 Bot tak hiid tu yurseivs : for tha 
shal diliver yu op tu ceunsils ; and in 
the sinagogs yi shal bi biitn : and yi 
shal bi broit befoir ruilers and kings 
for mj sek, fer a testimony agenst 
them. 

10 And the gospel most forst bi 
publisht among oil neshons. 

11 Bot when tha shal liid yu, and 
diliver yu op, tak no thoit befoirhand 
whet yi shal spiik, niither du yi pri- 
meditat : bot whotsoever shal bi givn 
yu in that our, that spiik yi : for it is 
net yi that spiik, bot the Hoily Goist. 

12 Now the brother shal betra the 
brother tu deth, and the faither the 
son ; and children shal rjz op agenst 
thar pai'ents, and shal coiz them tu 
bi put tu deth.

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19 For in thoiz des shal bi aflicshofa, 
soch az W0S net ffom the bigining ev 
the criieshon which God criiated ontu 
this tjrn, niither shal bi. 

20 And exept that the Lord had 
shortnd thoiz des, noi flesh shud bi 
savd : bot for the elect's sek, hutm 
hi hath choizn, hi hath shortend the 
des. 

21 And then if eny maii shal se tu 
yu, Loi, hiir is Ci^st; or, loi^ hi is 
ther ; beliiv him not : 

22 For foils Crjsts and foils profets 
shal rjz, and shal shoi sjns and won- 
ders, tu sidiiz, if it wer posibl, iivn 
the elect. 

23 Bot tele yi hitd : behoild, I hav 
foirtoild yu oil things.

34 For the Son ov man is az a man 
taking a fair jorny, hui left his hous, 
and gav oithority tu his servants, and 
tu every man his work, and comanded 
the poirter tu wech. 

35 Woch yi tharfoir : for yi noi not 
when the master ov the hous cometh, 
at iivn, or at midnjt, or at the cok- 
croiing, or in the morning :

37 And whet 3P sa ontu yii J sa ontu 
Oil, Woch. 
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Chapter XIV.

14 And wharsoever lii shai go in, s^ 
yi tu the gudman ov the hoiisf, Th^ 
Master seth, Wher is the ge^stchamhex^ 
whar S shal iit the pasoiver with m^ 
disjpls ? 

15 And hi wil shoi yu a, laiij op^^^ 
Tuim fornisht and prepard : ther xqq^ 
redy for os. 
16 And his disjpls went forth, a^^^ 
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cem intii the sity, and found az hi had 
sed ontu them : and tha mad redy 
the pasoiver. 

17 And in the iivning hi cometh 
with the twelv. 

18 And az tha sat and did iit, Jiizos 
sed, Verily, J sa ontu yu. Won ov yu 
which iiteth with mi shal betra mi. 

19 And tha bigan tu bi soroiful, and 
tu sa ontu him won bj won.

31 Bot hi spak the moir viihimently, 
If J shud dj with thi, J wil not denj 
thi in eny wjz. Ljkwjz oilso sed tha 

Gil. 

32 And tha cam tu a plas which 
WGS namd Gethsemany; and hi seth 
tu his disjpls, Sit yi hiir, whjl i shal 
pra. 

33 And hi taketh with him Piiter 
and Jams and Jon, and bigan tu bi 
SOU' amazd, and tu bi very hevy ; 

34 And sefch ontu them, Mj soil is 
exiiding soroif ul ontu deth : tary yi 
hiir, and woch. 

35 And hi went forward a litl, and 
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fel on the ground, and prad that, if 
it wer pesibl, the our mjt pas from 
him. 

36 And hi sed, Aba, Faither, oil 
things ar pesibl ontu thi; tak awa 
this cop from mi: nevertheles, not 
whot i wil, bot whot thow wilt. 

37 And hi cometh, and fjndeth 
them sliiping, and sed ontu Piiter, 
Sjmon, sliipest thow ? cudest not 
thow woch won our ? 

38 Woch yi and pre, lest yi enter 
intu temtashon. The spirit truily is 
redy, bot the flesh is wiik. 

39 And agen hi went awa, and 
prad, and spak the sam words. 

40 And when hi ritornd, hi found 
them asliip agen, (for thar jis wer 
hevy,) niither wist the whot tu anser 

him. 

41 And hi cometh the third tjm, 
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and sed ontu them, Sliip en new, and 
tak yur rest : it is inof, the our is 
com ; behoild, the Son ov man is be- 
trad intu the hands ov siners. 

42 Rjz op, let OS go ; loi, hi that be- 
traeth mi is at hand. 

43 And imidyetly, whjl hi yet spak, 
Cometh Judas, won ov the twelv, and 
with him a grat moltiti^d with soirds 
and stavs, from the chiif priists and 
the scrubs and the elders. 

44 And hi that betrad him had 
givn them a toikn, saing, Hmmsoever 
J shal kis, that sam is hi; tak him, 
and liid him awa safly. 

45 And az sum az hi wos com, 
hi goefeh stratwa tu him, and seth, 
Master, Master ; and kist him. 

46 And tha lad thar hands en him, 
and tuk him. 

47 And won ov them that stud bj 
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drui a soird, and smoit a servant gv 
the hj priist, and cut of his iir. 

48 And Jiizos anserd and sed ontu 
them, Ar yi com out, as agenst a 
thiif, with soirds and with stavs tu 
tak mi ? 

49 J wos daly with yu in the tempi 
tiiching, and yi tuk mi not: hot the 
Scripturs most bi fulfild. 

50 And tha oil forsuk him, and fled. 

51 And thar foloid him a serten 
yong man, having a linen cloth cast 
about his naked body ; and the yong 
men lad hoild on him : 

52 And hi left the linen cloth, and 
fled from them naked. 

53 And tha led Jiizos awa tu the 
hj priist : and with him wer asembld 
oJ the chiif priists and the elders and 
the scrjbs. 

54 And Filter foloid him afair of, 
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iivn intu the pales ov the hj priist : 
and hi sat with the servants, and 
WGirmd himself at the f jr. 

55 And the chiif priists and oil the 
CGunsil sGit for witnes agenst Jiizos 
tu put him tu deth ; and found non. 

56 For meny ber foils witnes agenst 
him, hot thar witnes agriid not tu- 
gether. 

57 And thar aroiz serten, and bar 
foils witnes agenst him, saing, 

58 Wi herd him sa, J wil destroy 
this tempi that is mad with hands, 
and within thrii das i wil bild an- 
other mad without hands. 

59 Bot niither so did thar witnes 
agrii tugether. 

60 And the hj priist stud op in the 
midst, and askt Jiizos, saing, Anser- 
est thow nothing ? whot is it which 
thiiz witnes agenst thi ? 
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61 Bot hi held his piis, and an- 
serd nothing. Agen thi hj priist 
askt him, and sed ontu him, Art 
thew the Crjst, the Son ev the 
Blesed ? 

62 And Jiizos sed, i am : and yi shal 
sii the Son ev man siting en the rjt 
hand ev peur, and coming in the 
clouds ev hevn. 

63 Then the hj priist rent his 
cloiths, and seth. Whet niid wi eny 
forther witneses ? 

64 Yi hav herd the blasfemy : whet 
think yi ? And the oil condemd him 
tu bi gilty ev deth. 

65 And som bigan tu spit en him, 
and tu cover his fas, and tu bofet him, 
and tu sa ontu him, Prefesj ; and the 
servants did strjk him with the paims 
Gv thar hands.

68 Bot hi denjd, seing, J noi not, 
niither onderstand i whot thow seest. 
And hi went out intu the poirch ; and 
the cok crui. 

69 And a mad soi him agen, and bi- 
gan tu sa tu them that stud bj, This 
is won ov them. 

70 And hi denjd it agen. And a 
litl after, tha that stud bj sed agen tu 
Piiter, Shurly thow art won ov them : 
for thow art a Galiliian, and thj 
spiich agriieth thartu. 

71 Bot hi bigan tu cers and tu swar, 
saing, i noi not this man ov huim yi 
spiik. 
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72 And the second tjm the cok crm. 
And Filter coild tu injnd the word 
that Jiizos sed ontii him, Befoir the 
cok croi twjs, thew shal denj mi thi^s. 
And when hi thoit tharen, hi wept. 

Chapter XV. 

1 And stratwa in the morning the 
chiif priists held a conzoltashon with 
the elders and scrjbs and the hoil 
counsil, and bound Jiizos, and carid 
him awe, and diliverd him tu Pjlet. 

2 And Pjlet askt him, Art thow 
the King ov the Juis ? 

3 And the chiif priists aci^zd him ov ' 
meny things ; bot hi anserd nothing. 

4 And Pjlet askt him agen, saing, 
Anserest thow nothing ? behoild how 
meny things tha witnes agenst thi. 

5 Bot Jiizos yet anserd nothing ; so 
that Pjlat marveld. 
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6 New at that fiist hi reliist ontuthem 
won prizner, hmmsoever the dezjrd. 

7 And thar wes won namd Barabas, 
which la bound with them that had 
mad insorecshon with him, hm had 
comited morder in the insorecshon. 

8 And the moltitiid citing aloud bi- 
gan tu dezjr him tu du az hi had ever 
don ontu them. 

9 Bot Pjlat anserd them, saing, Wil 
yi that J reliis ontu yu the King ov 
the Juis ? 

10 For hi mi that the chiif priists 
had diliverd him for envy. 

11 Bot the chiif priists muivd the 
piipl, that hi shud raither reliis Bara- 
bas ontu them. 

12 And Pjlat anserd and sed agen 
ontu them, Whot wil yi then that i 
shal du ontu him humi yi coil the 
King ov the Juis ? 
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13 And tha crjd out agen, Cruisifj 
him. 

14 Then Pjlet sed ontu them, Whj, 
whet iivil hath hi don ? And tha crjd 
out the moir exiidingly, Crmsif j him. 

15 And so Pjlat, wiling tu content 
the piipl, reliist Barabas ontu them, 
and diliverd Jiizos, when hi had 
scorjd him, tu bi cruisifjd. 

16 And the sodjers led him aAve 
intu the hod coild Pretorium ; and 
tha cod tugether the hod band. 

17 And tha cloithd him with porpl, 
and plated a croun ov thorns, and put 
it about his hed, 

18 And bigan tu saluit him, Hal, 
King ov the Juis ! 

19 And tha smoit him on the hed 
with a riid, and did spit opon him, 
and boning thar niis worshipt him. 

20 And when tha had mokt him, 
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tha tuk of the porpl from him, and 
put his om cloiths en him, and led 
him out tu crusif J him. 

21 And tha compel won Sjmon a 
Sjrimian, hui past bj, coming out ov 
the contry, the faither ov Alexander 
and Ruifus, tu bar his cros. 

22 And tha bring him ontu the 
plas Golgotha, which is, biiing inter- 
preted, The plas ov a skol. 

23 And tha gav him tu drink wjn 
mingld with mor : bot hi resiivd it 
not. 

24 And when tha had cruisifjd him, 
tha pairted his garments, casting lots 
opon them, whot every man shud tak. 

25 And it wos the third our, and 
tha crusif jd him. 

26 And the superscripshon ov his 
acuzashon wos ritn oiver, THE 
KING 0V THE JUlS. 
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27 And with him the cnisifj tui 
thiivs ; the won on his 4t hand, and 
the other on his left. 

28 And the Scriptiir wos fiilfild, 
which seth, And hi wos nomberd 
with the transgresers. 

29 And the that past bj reld on 
him, waging ther heds, and seing, Ai, 
thow that destroiest the tempi, and 
bildest it in thrii des, 

30 Sev thjself, and com down from 
the cros. 

31 Ljkwjz oilso the chiif priists mok- 
ing sed among themselvs with the 
scrubs. Hi sevd others ; himself hi can 
not sev. 

82 Let C4st the King ov Izrael 
disend now from the cros, that wi 
ma sii and beliiv. And the that wer 
cruisif jd with him revjld him. 

33 And when the sixth our wos 
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com, thar wos dairknes oiver the hod 
land ontil the njnth eur. 

34 And at the njnth our Jiizos crjd 
with a loud vols, seing, Eloii, Eloii, 
lama sabacthani ? which is, biiing in- 
terpreted, Mj God, mj God, whj hast 
thow forsakn mi ? 

35 And som ov them that stud bj, 
when the herd it, sed, Behodd hi cod- 
eth El J as. 

36 And won ran and fild a sponj ful 
ov vinigar, and put it on a riid, and 
gav hira tu drink, saing, Let alom ; 
let OS sii whether Eljas wil com tu 
tak him doun. 

37 And Jilzos ci^d with a loud vois, 
and gav op the goist. 

38 And the val ov the tempi wos 
rent in twdn from the top tu the bot- 
om, 

39 And when the sentiirion, which 
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stud oiver agenst him, sei that hi so 
crjd eut, and gav op the goist, hi sed, 
Truily this man wos the Son ov God. 

40 Thar wer odso wimen luking on 
afair of: among huim wos Mary Mag- 
dalen, and Mary the mother ov Jams 
the les and ov Joises, and Saloime ; 

41 Hui oilso, when hi wos in Galilii, 
foloid him, and ministerd ontu him; 
and meny other wimen which cam op 
with him ontu Jerusalem. 

42 And now when the iivn wos com, 
becoiz it wos the preparashon, that is, 
the da befoir the sabath. 

43 Joizef ov Arimathiia, an onorabl 
counseler, which oilso wated for the 
kingdom ov God, cam, and went in 
boildly ontu Pjlat, and cravd the 
body ov Jiizos. 

44 And Pjlat mairveld if hi wer 
oilredy ded : and coding ontu him 
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the senturion, hi askt him whether hi 
had bin eny whjl ded. 

45 And when hi nil it gv the sentii- 
rion, hi gav the body til Joizef. 

46 And hi boit fjn linen, and tuk 
him doun, and rapt him in the linen, 
and led him in a sepolker which wos 
hiin eut ov a rok, and roild a stom 
ontu the doir ov the sepolker. 

47 And Mary Magdalen and Mary 
the mother ov Joises biheld whar hi 
wos lad. 

Chapter XVL

7 Bot go yur wa, tel his disjpls and 
Filter that hi goeth befoir yu intu 
Galilii : thar shal yi sii him, az hi sed 
ontu yu. 

8 And the went out quicly, and fled 
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from the sepolker ; for tha trembld 
and wer amazd : niither sed tha eny 
thing tu eny man ; for tha wer afrad. 

9 New when Jiizos was rizn orly the 
foi'st da ev the wiik, hi apiird forst tu 
Mary Magdalen, out ev huini hi had 
cast sevn devils. 

10 And shi went and toild them 
that had bin with him, az tha moirnd 
and wept. 

11 And tha, when tha had herd 
that hi wos aljv, and had bin sim ov 
her, beliivd net. 

12 After that hi apiird in another 
foirm ontu tui ov them, az tha woikt, 
and went intu the contry. 

13 And tha went and toild it ontu 
the rezidii : niither beliivd tha them. 

14 Afterward hi apiird ontu the 
elevn az tha sat at miit, and op- 
braded them with thar onbeliif and 
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hairdnes gv hairt, becGiz tha belixvd 
net them whicli had sim him after hi 
W9S rjzn. 

15 And hi sed ontu them, Go yi in- 
tu Gil the world, and priich the gospel 
tu every criitur. 

16 Hi that beliiveth and is baptjzd 
shal bi savd ; bot hi that beliiveth 
not shal bi damd. 

17 And thii^ sjns shal foloi them 
that beliiv ; In mj nam shal tha cast 
out devils ; tha shal spiik with nil 
tongs ; 

18 Tha shal tak op serpents ; and 
if tha drink eny dedly thing, it shal 
not hort them ; tha shal la hands on 
the sic, and tha shal ricover. 

19 So then, after the Lord had 
spoikn ontu them, hi wos resiivd op 
intu hevn, and sat on the 4* hand ov 
God. 
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20 And tha went forth, and priicht 
every whar, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with 
sjns feloiing. £men. 



TO THE TEACHER 



T I iHIS publication is made, first, to promote the 
Spelling Reform, which has for some five or 
six years engaged the attention of our best philol- 
ogists and educators, who believe its accomplish- 
ment will prove a great practical advantage to every 
English-speaking community. 

Secondly, to furnish an inexpensive and accept- 
able book for use in teaching the art of Reading. 

The simple and somewhat repetitious language 
of the Gospel of Mark admirably fits it for this 
purpose. 

The Alphabet employed has been so chosen and 
used as best to indicate the jreneral English pronun- 
ciation, and at the same time to retain the usual 
spelling in as many words as practicable phoneti. 
cally. 

An Alphabet is annexed, both in Script and Print 
by which the teacher can easily become familiar 
with the mode of instruction. 
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It is one which has always proved an efficient aid 
to the teacher, and an encouragement to the pupil, 
as well as a saving of time to both, with a result far 
beyond that obtained by the usual mode of teaching. 

After the pupil has acquired a good distinct enun- 
ciation and facility in reading this book, he may be 
given the same Gospel, printed in the ordinary spell- 
ing, which is published, separately by. the American 
Bible Society. 

And then, using both books side by side, the 
pupil will find very little difficulty in re&ding the 
ordinary spelling.
